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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the base reference to Steen discloses a wire that 
is embedded in the wall of a catheter for transmitting signals from one end of the catheter to the other, the modifying reference to Mische 
discloses the substitution in catheters of wires used for transmitting signals with hollow tubes also used for transmission, the modification 
is a mere substitution of one type of transmission wire with a hollow type as taught by Mische, and further Mische can provide such 
embedded in material which further supports that the tubes can be embedded in the wall, the base reference already teaches the weaving 
of the wires. The same is true of the modification of Samson. With regards to Samson, the substitution is of tubes for wires, not tubes for 
braided wires, the braiding is taught by the base reference, only a substitution of the wire is being made by the examiner. The 
transmission described by the examiner with regards to the base references is that the wires are utilized in catheters to transmit signals 
from end to end of the catheter, not that lumens are provided to do that, and the modifying reference teaches alternate forms of the wires, 
including using hollow tubes in place of wires for use also in transmitting signals in the form of pressure pulses from one end of the 
catheter to the other. Therefor, the woven wires in the base references can be replaced by hollow micro tubes as taught by Mische as 
such are equivalent types of transmission elements that can be provided in catheters to transmit some form of signal from one end of the 
catheter to the other. At this time, the examiner does not feel an interview would lead to allowance of the application based upon the 
current rejection and references without new issues being added to the claims, however, if applicant requires further clarification of the 
rejection the examiner will explain such in an interview if requested by applicant It is noted that the terminal disclaimer has been received 
and has been approved, therefore the double patenting rejection has been overcome and will be dropped in any subsequent action by the 
examiner. . 
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
